Skips Bail 


Ismael Guaracha, 33, of Up- 
iand described by local police as 
a major figure in one of Southern 
California's biggest heroin rings 
has skipped ball and disappeared, 
according to court authorities in 
San Bernardino, 

The Upland resident didn’t ap- 
pear in San Bernardino Superior 
Court last week where he was 
slated to be sentenced for poi- 
sessing heroin, 

Guaracha and two other men 
were indicted last year on mul~ 
tiple counts of conspiracy to sell 
heroin, But after plea bargaining 
and court hearings, Guaracha 
finally pleaded guilty to the pos~ 
session charge, 

Guaracha was free on $40,000 
bail after a series of hearings in 
which the original multiple nar- 
cotics charges were dropped to 
the single possession charge and 
bail dropped from $250,000 to 
$40,000,
